To the Citizens of Whately: 


On January 11, 1974, I completed the audit of the accounts 
and records of the Tax Collector and Treasurer pertaining to 
the year 1973. This is the twenty-first year that I have done 
this. The records-and accounts of both officials I found ac- 
curate and up to date in all details. 


A thorough examination of the many area Savings Bank 
pass books was carried out, and all transactions and balances 
were found accurate, as tabulated elsewhere in this report. 


The Bonds in the vault at the First National Bank of 
Northampton were found in good order as to number and 
value. 


Treasurer’s receipts from the Collector and various State 
and Federal agencies were compared with vouchers I receive 
from these sources and no discrepancies were found. 


Verification of the balance at the First National Bank of 
Northampton and actual count of cash on hand revealed that 
the Treasurer had on hand and due the Town of Whately on 
December 31, 1973, the sum of $102,829.03 in general funds. 


There are two Revenue Sharing accounts separate from the 
general account. A balance of $7,837.93 is deposited in the 
Northampton Institution for Savings, and a balance of $2,- 
939.64 is deposited with the First National Bank of Franklin 
County.

To the Citizens of the Town of Whately: 


Our agency, which covers the towns of Sunderland, 
Whately, Conway, and Ashfield, is a certified agency, which 
means we are able to receive reimbursement for visits made to 
Medicare and Medicaid patients when applicable. Standards 
for certification become a stress for a small agency such as 
ours, thus a great deal of time has been spent with the other 
agencies in the County to devise a plan of easing the strain. 
The Franklin County Home Care Corporation has been form- 
ed and will be funded by a grant through the Project of the 
Elderly and will offer us the Supervision which is required in 
order to remain certified. Our agency is presently awaiting 
the decision of our four towns. 

Home health services are provided to individuals and 
families in their homes with a physician’s order, for the pur- 
pose of promoting, maintaining, and restoring health, or 
minimizing the effects of disabilities. 


Home health services can also prevent costly and inap- 
propriate admission to an institution or enable earlier dis- 
charge from hospitals and other facilities.

To The Citizens Of Whatley: 


Twenty six Elms that had been previously been tagged for 
Dutch Elm disease or were found to be too far gone to be tagg- 
ed were cut. 


Twenty more Elms were tagged this year with all but one 
showing the Dutch Elm disease. 


Also may I mention that the Department of Natural

Highway Construction and Maintenance (other than 
Chapter 81) are not included above, since we are in receipt of 
special highway funds from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts in the sum of $16,024.00 for Highway 
Construction and $26,707.00 for Highway Maintenance, 
without requiring matching funds. Therefore, no local ap- 
propriation, except for Chapter 81, is required. 


We have been requested to provide the sum of $1,145.00 
for the purposes of the Franklin County Mental Health 
Association. This is listed under a special article, and is not 
recommended by this Committee, unless more information is 
received prior to town meeting. 


The Fire Turck Investigation Committee are recommen- 
daing the purchase of a new fire truck at a cost of ap- 
proximately $35,000. We now have in our Stabilization ac- 
count about $10,000., in our current Federal Revenue Sharing 
account about $11,000., and anticipated additional receipts 
from this source, $16,000. Since this will not place any burden 
on our tax rate, we believe this purchase is practical at this 
time. 


The Sunderland Recreational Committee has requested 
that that town be permitted to buy into the Tri-Town Beach 
District. This will require a positive vote of both Deerfield 
and Whately town meetings before negotiations can be 
entered into. We do not recommend this action. 


We have at this time the sum of $9,523.71 in a Trust Fund 
designated as the S. White Dickinson Aged Persons Fund, 
which was designed to be used for special aid to aged persons. 
Since Old Age Assistance and Social Security has adequately 
provided for the welfare of aged persons, there has been used 
over the 30-year period this has been in existence, only about 
$1,000. It is suggested that, by petition to the Hampshire 
County Probate Court, this fund be transferred to the S. 
White Dickinson Library Fund, since that should permit a 
reduction in the annual town appropriation for library 
maintenance. An article asking permission for such a petition 
is in the warrant. 
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With the change of the town’s fiscal year to July-June, a 
problem arises in perparing budgets so far ahead of the time 
they become effective. It is recommended that the present 
By-law setting the dates of the town election and town 
meeting be amended, so that needs can be more effectively 
anticipated. An article to effect this change will be presented.

To the Citizens of Whately: 


Maintenance problems have been less than in previous 
years, although some repairs to the oil burner became 
necessary. With the “‘energy crisis” we are doing all we can to 
save fuel oil by closing off unused rooms and reducing ther- 
mostat settings. 


A few shelves have been added in order to provide space 
for storage of an increasing volume of books, and we hope for 
more to be set up this year. The expense of manufactured 
shelving is prohibitive and we are building less atractive 
equipment of just plain lumber as best we can. 


We continue to be eligible for State grants of $1,000. per 
year which is a great help on our budget. Reinvestment of 
trust fund money is made as soon as bond maturities come up, 
but sale of investment bonds, though low-paying, seems inad- 
visable due to low prices, which would show a large loss of 
capital.

Dear Mr. Filipkowski: 


It is my pleasure to present to you my annual report as 
Superintendent of School Union #38. 


CURRICULUM 


Based upon the report made by the Curriculum Study 
Group last year, we have in operation the new science program 
in grades four through six. Funds have been included in the 
1974-1975 budget to complete the program in grades one 
through three. 


This past summer the Curriculum Study Committee, 
made up of the following teachers; Mrs. Emily Gree, 
Chairwoman, Mrs. Patricia Bell, Miss Jane Erman and Mrs. 
Judith Lambert, reviewed various approaches to a new 
English text adoption. In the process they met with represen- 
tatives of seven different textbook companies in addition to 
reviewing samples of the texts available. The Committee con- 
sulted regularly with Mr. Steinecke, English Department 
Head at Frontier Regional High School, in order to have a 
program articulated as closely as possible. The Committee 
recommended the Laidlaw Language Experience Program. It 
has been suggested that the present English material be used 
to supplement the newer program. It is anticipated that the 
program will be in all grades by September 1974. 


Miss Straney and Mrs. Duncan continued the chorus and 
instrumental program after school hours. The program 
culminated in an excellent concert presented in May. Miss 
Straney reports that the elementary instrumental program is 
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“bursting at the seams’’ with a present enrollment of 121 
pupils. This number is distributed among the elementary 
schools as follows:

If this enrollment continues to stay firm there will 
probably have to be an adjustment in the scheduling. It is an- 
ticipated that practice for the twirlers will begin about 
January. The expected enrollment in this program will be 
about twenty five. 


Teacher workshops have been continued. The first in the 
fall term was conducted by Miss Ann Dowling, Representative 
from McGraw Hill Book Company, who demonstrated ad- 
ditional facets and uses of the new science program. Other 
workshop topics were Audio Visual Aids, Organization 
Behavior, Implementing Change in Education, and Home and 
School Relations. 


A new report card form has been used this year in an 
attempt to give a better evaluation of each student’s strengths 
and weaknesses. This new report is the result of several of the 
workshop programs. 


All schools in Union #38 and the Regional High School par- 
ticipated in the opening program celebrating Deerfield’s 
Tercentenary. This occasion provided an excellent opportuni- 
ty of reviewing our rich heritage. 


The Enrichment Program has continued to be a useful 
supplement to the regular academic program and is reviewed 
each year. 


A Title I program was offered during the six week period 
of July 2 - August 10, 1973. $2,282.00 was the amount funded 
for this project. Ten students were enrolled in the program. 
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PERSONNEL 


There were only a few resignations this year which is com- 
mon with the trend experienced throughout the entire nation. 


Miss Lorraine Fitzpatrick, who was on leave of absence, 
resigned. Other resignations were received from part-time 
teachers as follows; Miss Marlaine Antes, art, Mr. Jiman 
Duncan, music, and Miss Ann Willever, physical education. 


New staff members who were appointed are as follows; 
Miss Linda Helstoski, grade 4, isa graduate of Elmira College 
and has had two years teaching experience. Mr. James 
Bielunis, grade 5, is a graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts and has had no previous teaching experience. 
Miss Mary Ellen McCue, graduate of Mt. Mary College, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin majored in Art. Miss McCue has had 
no previous teaching experience and has been assigned as 
Union Art teacher. 


Mrs. Beverly Kelly was appointed part-time music 
teacher for the schools of Conway, Sunderland and Whately. 
She is a graduate of the University of Vermont where she 
majored in music and has studied at Westfield State College 
toward her Master’s degree. 


Mrs. Jean Siano graduated from the University of 
Massachusetts and has had a year of experience. Mrs. Siano 
has been assigned to the part-time physical education position 
and teaches two days each week. 


SPECIAL NEEDS EDUCATION 


Mrs. Ruth Lyon, Guidance Adjustment Counselor for the 
elementary shcool, submits the following report of her case 
load:

In addition to working with the pupils and parents, 
referrals are made to assisting agencies such as, Counselling 
and Family Service, University of Massachusetts; State 
Welfare Offices, Springfield and Northampton; Office of 
Children, Greenfield, Springfield and Boston; Franklin Coun- 
ty Speech and Hearing Clinic; Children’s Protective Service; 
Franklin County Mental Health Clinic and Franklin County 
Supplementary Education Center. Mrs. Lyon also attended 
various conferences and meetings in reference to new legisla- 
tion related to children with learning disabilities, namely 
Chapter 766 which becomes effective September 1, 1974. 


Miss Christine Wong, Speech and Hearing Therapist for 
Union #38, presents the following report of her case load:

In the fall of each school year pupils who have made suf- 
ficient improvement have been dismissed from the therapy 
classes, but are re-evaluated at various intervals to be sure 
their progress has been continuous. All kindergarten children 
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and chidlren new to the school system are given a screening ? 
test each year. 


Miss Wong has prepared a handbook ‘““The Speech Han- 
dicapped Chid in the Classroom”’ which has been distributed 
to all the classroom teahcers in the various schools. She has 
also attended conferences and meetings as they refer to speech 
and hearing therapy. 


Both Miss Wong and Mrs. Lyon have met with each of 
the school committees to explain and review their programs. 


Remedial reading classes have continued and are 
scheduled on a regular basis. 


Legislation under the Chapter 766, which becomes effec- 
tive September 1974, considers children with special needs to 
include any person between the ages of three through twenty 
one, ‘‘who has not attained a high school diploma or its 
equivalent; who because of temporary or more permanent ad- 
justment difficulties arising from intellectual, sensory, 
emotional, or physical factors, cerebral dysfunctions, percep- 
tual factors of other specific learning disabilities or any com- 
bination thereof, is unable to progress effectively in a regular 
school program, who requires Special Education services in 
order to successfully develop his individual educational poten- 
tial. 


The law directs all school committees to identify those 
children in their communities who have special needs, to 
diagnose and to evaluate those needs, to propose special 
educational programs to meet those needs, and to provide or 
arrange for the provision of such programs. 


In order to implement certain phases of the application of 
this law it may be necessary, at a later date, to call for ad- 
ditional funds at a special town meeting. 


A Learning Disabilities In-Service Workshop was 
presented to the teachers of School Union #38 and Frontier 
Regional District. It was conducted over a fifteen week period 
with two hour sessions each period. 


The purpose of the workshop was to develop information 
and techniques to assist teachers to become more effective in 
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working with children who have learning disabilities. Mr. 
Donald Goguen of Holyoke directed the course in which thirty 
- nine teachers participated. 


ENERGY PROBLEM 


Like all other areas of activity, we in school are effected 
by the Energy Crisis. Mr. John Kelleher attended the 
November 15th meeting in Springfield called by the Com- 
missioner of Education concerning this topic. We have put 
into effect such suggestions as curtailment of heat, 68 degrees 
during the day, 60 degrees at night. Additional storm win- 
dows have been placed on unprotected windows to conserve 
heat. As other recommendations are suggested, they will be 
presented to the Committee for consideration. 


CONCLUSION 


Again, I wish to thank the School Committee, school per- 
sonnel and citizens of the community for their continued 
cooperation and support. It is through our combined efforts 
that continued progress, although slow, is made in the im- 
provement of public education.

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Annual Report of 
Elementary Art Supervisor 


The Art Program this year is designed especially to ac- 
quaint the child at an early age with the basic elements and 
principles of art. An emphasis is placed on learning these 
elements and principles correctly the first time, at the elemen- 
tary level. By building this solid foundation, the child is then 
ready to go on to the higher institutions of learning without 
haveing to re-learn these fundamentals. 


In addition to the general objective of the program, some 
more specific goals are: 


eto have a sequentially planned curriculum, teaching con- 
cepts at intervals, progressing from the simplest ideas to 
the more complex. 


eto introduce the child to new materials, and to stimulate 
him to discover new and more creative ways to use the 
older and more familiar materials. 


eto encourage individual interpretation of the subject 
matter. 


eto help the child become more aware and more sensitive to 
his surroundings, both natural and man-made. 


eto develop the child into a richer human being, enabling 
him to profit more from everything he sees, does and im- 
agines.

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Report of the School Nurse 


Our school health services are a supplement to the care 
and concern parents should provide for their children. These 
services are designed to encourage parents to devote attention 
to their child’s health, to acquaint them with health problems 
of which they may be unaware, and to encourage them to 
utilize the services of their physician, dentist, and other agen- 
cies. 


Films and programs pertinent to health have been utiliz- 
ed throughout the year. Our throat culture program is again 
available to all area students with parental permission. 


Annually, all students are given the Massachusetts ap- 
proved vision and hearing screening tests. 


Physical exams with the school physician, Dr. Boeh, have 
been completed in Grades 1, 3 and 5. Communicable diseases 
have been at a minimum due to the use of vaccines. 


As our town is not considered a high risk area for tuber- 
culosis, the State has recommended that it is not necessary to 
do T.B. tests in the school at this time. Teachers and school 
personnel will continue to have a Tuberculin test every three 
years. 


Periodic checks for cleanliness are necessary to stress 
good health habits and to prevent or detect certain skin erup- 
tions or head lice. 


Conferences with school personnel and parents are held 
whenever necessary. 


I wish to thank Mr. Bennett, Mr. Aronstam, Dr. Boeh, 
School Committee, Personnel, and Parents for their coopera- 
tion and assistance. 


LORRAINE STRIPPE

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Report of the Music Supervisor 


During the first half of the school year, the various grades 
have been introduced to several songs. We have used the 
Follet Music series books during each class session of music. 
Starting with grade four, harmony has been used in certain 
compositions. Rounds and canons have been sung in the up- 
per grades. The lower grades have used the rhythm in- 
struments often in connection with rhythm patterns and 
marching or rhythmic movement. Students have had an op- 
portunity to play tone bars and the piano on certain occasions. 


All of the classes have had the occasion to listen to records 
of the masterworks of great composers. Before sucha record is 
played, there is a time of instruction and discussion about the 
composer and the historical events pertaining to the composi- 
tion. 


I have taught elements of musical theory to all grades, 
and have attempted to keep pace with the recommended 
Music Curriculum Guide from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. This guide explains the concepts that should 
be taught at the various levels. I try to keep my lessons mind- 
ful of the suggested sequence of instruction. 


I have aided the teachers in giving musical help with 
classroom plays. During the Christmas season, a musical and 
dramatic presentation was given at the Conway Town Hall 
with my assistance. 


During the Spring term I plan to develop more thoroughly 
the music theory that has been developed in the fall. The 
children seem to be very enthused about singing, and we will 
continue to develop their vocal ability.

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Selectmen’s Report 


‘To the Citizens of Whatley: 


In accordance with the requirements of law, we herewith 
submit our report for the calendar year of 1973. 


With the advent of the new 18-month Fiscal Year, re- 
quired to bring our town fiscal year in accord with the State 
and Federal fiscal years, we are advised that complete finan- 
cial reports are to be rendered at the end of the 18-month 
period, so many of the usual detailed reports do not appear in 
this report. 


We have met with the County Commissioners and 
Northampton Water Department and agreement has been 
reached as to corrections to be made on the relocation of 
Conway Road. While little has yet been done to make the cor- 
rections, the board is still holding back their approval of the 
construction. 


The County Commissioners and Selectmen held a special 
hearing on the land-taking necessary for the 50-ft. layout of 
the “Old Masterson Road”. The County engineer made a 
satisfactory layout and final arrangements are in process for 
land damages involved. 


The culvert on Deerfield Road was extended and guar- 
drail constructed. The bridge on Williamsburg Road was 
replaced with new I-beams and a metal deck. We have two 
more bridges on this road which need attention and we feel 
that this work should be done in the near future. 


The town dump nuisance has been corrected and land 
was purchased to take care of the overflow of rubbish that had 
been improperly disposed of over the past six years. We do 
not have a concrete plan as to our future dump needs. 


We attended a hearing in Boston with the outdoor 
Advertising Division in regard to two signs on Route 91 which 
we claimed to be in violation of our town by-law. A final deci- 
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sion of that Board confirmed our claim and the signs have 
been taken down. We have a case in court at the present time 
on a claimed violation of our by-law. It is the Selectmen’s 
duty to prosecute and defend all suits in behalf of or against 
the town. 


We worked in conjunction with the Cemetery Com- 
missioners in arranging to purchase additional land for the 
West Whately Cemetery. A blueprint was drawn up by the 
board and will be recorded in the Registry of Deeds when the 
sale is finalized. 


On July 1, 1974, each town must have a building inspec- 
tor. The Board has met several times with the County Com- 
missioners and planning board, and has agreed to go along 
with the county proposal for a regional set-up. More detail 
will be brought out when the article comes up at the town 
meeting. 


Our highway funds from the State were in jeopardy - first 
we had them and then we didn’t. It took about six months 
before we knew for sure how much we had and how we could 
spend it. Consequently not all the planned highway work was 
completed. We hope for better luck in the coming year. Our 
plans are to continue so-called Chapter 90 work on Chestnut 
Plain, heading north from the present construction. 


The board feels that the town should replace the 1967 
highway dump truck with a new chassis and cab, using the 
same dump body and fittings, and placing a sandbox spreader 
on the old truck. The two Federals are from 1952 which makes 
them 22 years old and not dependable. 


The costs for gasoline and materials for the coming year 
are, like all other things, taking a sharp increase in costs, mak- 
ing it difficult to plan a close estimate of funds required for 
normal operations. 


Building permits have been numerous in 1973: 


15 new houses | 
35 garages, storage sheds and accessory structures 
25 alterations to houses and buildings 

8 on-premises identification signs

Action of 
SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
August 7, 1973 


Matching funds voted for Chapter 81, 1974, 90 
Construction and Maintenance were transferred to a General 
Highway Fund, as we were advised that these categories 
would no longer be in effect. A flat sum of $21,367 was 
accepted from the State, without matching funds. (Unfor- 
tunately, these categories were later reinstated by the State, 
which caused considerable confusion and delay.) 


A sum of $7,500 was voted from available funds for the 
purchase of a parcel of land adjacent to the town dump, to 
avoid the expense of removing a considerable amount of waste 
material which had inadvertently been deposited on abutting 
property. 


An amendment to our Zoning By-law was voted to assure 
that the lot frontage will be measured ‘‘along the public way” 
which had not been suitably prescribed in the original by-law. 


It was voted to designate Chestnut Plain Road, Hayden- 
ville Road and Conway Road as ‘Scenic Roads” under 
Chapter 67, Sec. 15C of General Laws. 


It was voted to accept the sum of $100.95 from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for an easement over the land 
owned by the town adjacent to Route 91, formerly the site of 
the highway garage. 
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Report of the 


Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In March a joint meeting with the Conservation Commis- 
sion, Selectmen, Zoning Appeals Board and several interested 
citizens was held. We were addressed by Mr. Goodrow of the 
Department of Natural Resources. 


We discussed the new Scenic Roads legislation, and 
proposed that Chestnut Plain Road, Conway Road and 
Haydenville Road be approved under this law. 


As a result of a hearing on Zoning By-laws, held on July 
16, 1973, some changes have been suggested and presented to 
a special town meeting. 


Following the purchase of a plot of land by the County on 
the banks of the Connecticut River, to be used as a recreation 
park, a joint meeting was held with the County Com- 
missioners and selectmen. County Planner Muehl showed a 
map of the proposed site. 


Several meetings were devoted to discussion of Chapter 
90 road construction as applied to Chestnut Plain Road.
